Ington Points Out a Canger- 
ous Result of Our Tax 
System. 



Tire manner In which the tax sys- 
tem of Kentucky may seriously affect 
Its business interests was recently 
given a very striking demonstration 
Id Lexington The estate of Mrs. 
Clara Bell Walsh, amounting to about 
$760,000. had been for many years 
managed by the Security Trust com- 
pany of Lexington, as trustee. A pe- 
tition was filed recently In the Fay- 
ette circuit court, asking the court 
to terminate the trusteeship, so that 
Mrs. Walsh might put her property In 
the hands of a trust, company in St 
Louis. The Security Trust company, 
which ha l been acting as trustee, (lid 
not oppose this stilt, it being distinct- 
ly Btated In the petition of Mrs. Walsh 
that the services of the trust company 
had been In every wa"y satisfactory, 
but that the taxes imposed upon her 
property were too burdensome.
